On Drinking Spree 
Testifying about events on S un­ 
day, July 12, when an automobile 
ride taken by him.

SCHOOL HEADS' 
STAHDARDS UP 


Present Superintendents Are 
Not Affected By New Law; 
Future Ones Are. 


IRVING MILLER 
GOES TO TRIAL 
FOR BAD CHECK 


C. S. Schuyler, Alleged 
To Have Driven His 
Car While Drunk, 
Is Tried. 


One of the recent acts of the legis­ 
lature which will affect all newly 
commissioned superintendents and 
assistant sn perin ten dents of schools 
is the am endm ent to the school code 
which raises the qualifications of 
candidates for such positions, offi­ 
cials today pointed out. 
The new am endm ent exacts the 
following requirem ents for a com­ 
mission to act as superintendent or 
assistant superintendent of schools: 
College G raduates 
All newly commissioned superin­ 
tendents m ust be college graduates 
and m ust have completed certain 
approved courses in adm inistration 
and supervision of public schools. 
Tire former section of the school 
code which prescribed requirements 
for superintendents established nor­ 
mal school graduation as one of the 
requirem ents for this type of cer­ 
tificate. 
Tire new requirem ents prescribe 
th a t no person shall be eligible for 
election or application as a county 
district, assistant county, assistant 
district or associate superintendent 
who has not had six years success­ 
ful teaching experience not less 
than three of which shall have been 
in a supervisory or adm inistrative 
capacity and provided further th a t 
he lias completed In a college or 
university a graduate course in edu­ 
cation approved by the state coun­ 
cil of education. 
The new require­ 
m ent is expected to raise the pro­ 
fessional status of the office of su­ 
perintendent of schools in the state. 
While many of the school districts 
now employ only such persons who 
have met the requirem ents as ap­ 
proved, many school districts do not. 
The effect of the new law will be to 
increase the efficiency and manage­ 
m ent of the public schools through­ 
out the commonwealth, it is be­ 
lieved. 
Superintendents now serving will 
not be affected by the new law for 
specific provision is made that such 
persons serving either as a county 
or district superintendent or assist­ 
a n t or associate* superintendent a t 
the tim e the bill became effective 
shall be considered sufficient quali­ 
fications for any of the offices men- 
ttontd.

Acting Mayor McKee held a con­ 
ference with county officials and 
members of the Judiciary. After a 
long session behind locked doors he 
promised “definite, drastic action.” 
He refused to say what form it 
would take. 
"We are going into a dangerous 
war against a dangerous enemy who 
gives no quarter,” he said. 
“We 
can’t afford to show our hand, but 
we are not going to give quarter 
either. The time for talking is past. 
We are going to show some action 
at once.

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STUDY CHANGES 
IN SCHOOLS ARE 
MANY AND VARIED 


Curriculum 
Revision 
Goes 
Ahead Throughout State 
As Education Is Studied. 


(Thin is the eighth of a series 
dealing with important develop­ 
ments in the high school system 
of Pennsylvania and the ten-year 
plan of educational advancement 
recently launched by the Depart­ 
ment of Public Instruction.

While the change in the character 
of the school organization is readily 
indicated by statistics, the second 
result of the new popularity of the 
hiRh school in Pennsylvania—the re­ 
vision of courses of study—is not to 
be traced so easily or quickly. 
T he proper curricula for schools 
and colleges is still the most fertile 
field for educational debates and the 
m ajority of educators, while they 
may agree on essentials, appear to 
have well defined. Individual ideals. 
Consequently, while there is the fact 
th a t courses of study have changed 
in the state schools during the last 
decade or so, there rem ain among 
prom inent educators 
wide differ­ 
ences of opinion as to th e extent of 
the revision. 
Thus, although one 
may assort th at “the Pennsylvania 
school system now offers enough 
general training to develop the pu­ 
pil for social and civil competence” 
another is contending 
that 
“the 
work has Just begun; the surface 
has only been scratched.’’ 
Curriculum Revision 
Some conception of the curriculum 
revision, however, is afforded by a 
comparison of excerpts from the 
1824-25 educational survey made for 
Governor Pinchot by the state de­ 
partm ent of public instruction with 
the latest available statistics of the 
departm ent. The excerpts are those 
from the report prepared by the high 
school inquiry committee of which 
Samuel N North of the Maryland 
state departm ent of public instruc­ 
tion. was chairm an. They were in­ 
cluded among recommendations rela­ 
tive to the small high school and 
are pertinent since it is in this field 
where the most extensive changes 
have 
been 
necessitated 
by 
the 
changing conditions 
“Command of the English lan­ 
guage is the key to the development 
of reading habits in the individual, 
and to appreciation and understand­ 
ing of our national life," the report 
tated. 
“Hence, the study of Eng­ 
lish is of prim ary im portance’’ 
Against this there are statistics 
for the 1920-30 term which the de­ 
partm ent interpreted as “indicating 
clearly that practically every pupil 
attending the secondary school is 
enrolled for the full secondary pe­ 
riod in some type of English work.’’ 
The figures revealed th at, with a 
total enrollm ent of 608,318 In the 
grades from seven to 12. the class 
totals of all English subjects was 
649.019, The difference between the 
class totals and the actual enroll­ 
m ent was due to divided courses in 
some schools and the resultant fact 
that one pupil would be enrolled for 
more than one branch of English. 
Language Changes 
Of other languages, the 1924-25 
report said, “Less em phasis should 
be given to the foreign languages in 
the small high schools, and all work 
In ancient and modern languages 
should be elective.” 
Tile statistics of these courses, 
while disclosing a steady increase In 
the number of students enrolled 
from 1927-30, show class enrollment 
total of 186.553 as compared with the 
total seventh-to tw elfth grade en­ 
rollm ent of 649.019. In other words. 
while practically all students were 
studying English in some form in 
1930, only one out of every three was 
studying one or more foreign lan­ 
guages. At the same time, the data 
indicated, by an increase of from 
62,310 in 1927 to 186 553 in 1930. th at 
a pronounced dem and for foreign 
language courses is still being met. 
Latin, with a total of 103,751, was 
still 
leading 
in 
enrollm ent 
but 
French and Germ an were increasing 
their totals appreciably and Span­ 
ish showed a slight gain. 
Both the Latin and thd French- 
G erm an-Spanish courses in the state 
schools have been subjected to the 
study of specially appointed com m it­ 
tees, resulting in the issuance of re­ 
vised courses during the last two 
years.

Czechoslokakia, with true Bohe-

as its capital. 
Belgrade, a much smaller city, has 
grown considerably since it ceased 
to be capital of Serbia and became 
the seat of Jugoslavia's government. 
Kaunas, the former small Rus­ 
sian city, suddedly turned from a 
provincial place of little importance, 
has struggled hard to take on new 
dignity. 
But Lithunians look to the old

Science Probing 
Secret Of Shock 
From Sandstorm 


Lubbock, Tex. 
( A P ).— W hat puts 
electricity 
in 
sandstorm s of 
the 
middlewest is the object of an ex­ 
perim ent being conducted at Texas 
Technological college. 
Citizens of west Texas since the 
days 
of 
early 
settlers have ex­ 
perienced th e electrical m anifesta­ 
tions from contact with wire fences, 
automobiles, 
radio 
antennae 
and 
even insulated conductors. 
R anchers 
have 
been 
knocked 
down cutting off a windmill with a 
chain windless. 
The 
departm ent 
has 
measured 
more th a n 40,000 volts by using a 
radio antennae and a spark gapT 
“On accidentally coming in con­ 
tact with the wire. one is alm ost 
knocked down," Dr. E. F. George, 
head of the deportm ent, said. 
Sounds Like Rifle 
“W hen th e sandstorm is in full 
blast, tills spark gap sounds alm ost 
like a .22 rifle.” 
Doctor 
George 
is 
certain 
the 
charge “is not due to friction be­ 
tween the wind and the wire.” 
He 
said, however, th a t it might be due 
to friction between molecules of the 
air, grains of sand and dust particles 
and the wire. 
Som etim es the humidity here is 
so low th a t there is practically no 
water vapor in the air to absorb 
the sunlight.
